Incumbent Glen Sexton was 
reelected with 327 votes. Sherri 
Laizer received 228 votes. 

Stephanie Parent and Audrey 
Sidak, two first time candidates, 
won two available seats on the 
Granby School Committee with 
355 and 314 votes, respectively. 

Incumbent Michael Simpson 
received a total of 275 votes. 

The remaining races were 
uncontested. 

Gregg Leonard was elected to 
the Board of Assessors with 469 
votes. The position has a three- 
year term. 

Richard Bombardier was elect- 
ed to the Board of Health with 
461 votes. The position has a 
three-year term. 

Jason Smiegiel was elected to 
the Planning board with 175 votes 
on a write-in campaign. The posi- 
tion has a five-year term. 

With 471 votes, Kevin Brooks 
was elected for a three-year 
term as commissioner of burial 
grounds.

BELCHERTOWN -—- The 
election drew a total of about 
7 percent of voters on Monday 
to determine a new Selectboard 
members, town moderator and 
other members of boards and 
committees just days before the 
Annual and Special Town meet- 
ings. 

There were three contested 
races, the Selectboard, Board of

BELCHERTOWN - The process 
for creating the 2021 fiscal year 
budget was one which challenged 
local boards and committees due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

In the 2021 fiscal message from 
Belchertown Finance Committee 
Chair, Ronald Aponte, he explained 
the process which resulted in the 
proposed budget that will be dis- 
cussed at the Annual Town Meeting 
on Saturday. 

In January, the budgeting pro- 
cess began by asking departments 
to present level services budgets, 
Aponte wrote. 

Creating the 2021 budget seemed 
difficult at the start of the year 
when “Governor (Charlie) Baker 
released a preliminary state bud- 
get that would increase state aid to 


Belchertown by a mere $54,000 or 
.38 percent over 2020 fiscal year 
levels,’ according to Aponte. 

“This meager state aid increase 
when coupled with a regular 
increase in local real estate tax 
receipts and a modest increase in 
local revenues suggested a chal- 
lenging budget balancing process,” 
Aponte wrote. 

The novel coronavirus changed 
the process by making it “infinitely 
more challenging.” 

“The outcome of the revenue 
reexamination was that the 2021 
fiscal year revenue projections were 
decreased so the town was expected 
to see a $196,582 or .39 percent 
increase in total funds available for 
allocation versus the 2020 fiscal 
year,’ Aponte wrote. 

Town officials agreed for the 
need to dip into the town’s stabi- 
lization fund to be able to balance 


the financial effects of the pandem- 
Ic. 

“With a current balance of 
$2,060,000, all agreed that a signif- 
icant withdrawal was possible with- 
out compromising the future finan- 
cial health of the town,” Aponte 
wrote. “As a result, a $400,000 
withdrawal from the stabilization 
fund was agreed to.” 

He reported $300,000 of that 
withdrawal is going to the school 
department which allowed for the 
reinstatement of eight positions 
that “were slated for elimination 
thus allowing the school district to 
reduce class size at two elementary 
grades, eliminate program cuts and 
maintain social/emotional support 
as provided during the (previous) 
school year,” Aponte wrote. 

The remaining $100,000, town 
departments will be able to hire two 
firefighters/paramedics, perform

pool repairs, replace two defibril- 
lators and install new alarms at the 
DPW garage. 

Aponte said an additional line 
items has been included in the 
upcoming fiscal year’s budget — the 
stormwater utility fund, which will 
begin on July 1. 

“This new enterprise fund was 
approved at last year’s Town 
Meeting to offset expenses incurred 
by the town as it begins the pro- 
cess of managing stormwater in 
accordance with federal regula- 
tions,” Aponte wrote. “This new 
tax will be included in taxpayers’ 
July billing. During the 2021 fiscal 
year, this fund is expected to incur 
$343,782 in expenses.” 

Additionally, the entirety of free 
cash, $551,684, was used to “aug- 
ment the revenues and shore up 
operations.”

will be a stationary vigil on the 
Belchertown Common from 6:30 
to 8:30 p.m. on Thursday, June 25 
to honor the lives of George Floyd 
and the many other people of color 
who have been murdered at the 
hands of the police. 

Art, writing and music of people 
affected by this in the Belchertown 
community will be shared with the 
group. The event will honor their 
lives with a moment of silence. 

Proper social distance will be 
measured out and clearly marked 
on the common to provide a safe 
framework for where households 
can stand/sit while staying proper- 
ly distant and safe. 

Organizers and volunteers 
will be visible in orange t-shirts 


to answer questions, help people 
social distance, provide them with 
water and direct people to a tent 
where there will be bug spray, 
extra masks and hand sanitizer. 

There is accessible parking 
available and marked, and seating 
near these spots will also be desig- 
nated clearly at the Old Town Hall. 
There are no bathrooms. 

There will be a sign language 
interpreter during at least the 
Opening remarks and closing 
pledge. The event will also be live 
streamed for those who, for their 
mental and physical health and 
safety, cannot attend the event in 
person. 

People are asked to wear a 
mask, bring water, and chairs/blan- 
ket if they would like them. 

The event is sponsored by the

Pathfinder refunds 
$100,000 to towns

REGION - Belchertown and 
Granby received $18,493 and 
$3,767 respectively from the 
Pathfinder Regional School 
District in “a continuing effort 
to assist member towns with 
current and future budget con- 
cerns,” according to a press 
release from the Pathfinder 
Regional School Committee. 

The school committee mem- 
bers unanimously approved 
for Business Manager Greg 
Falcone’s recommendation to 
return $100,000 of 2020 fiscal 
year funds to the towns in the 
form of a check for their propor- 
tional share. 

Pathfinder Superintendent 
Gerald Paist said, “While each 
town’s refund was relatively 
small, 

every dollar counts in these 
uncertain times.” He also stated 
that the school committee hoped 


to create a feeling of good 
will along with the dollars. 

In other related business, the 
committee also unanimously 
approved a recommendation by 
Mr. 

Falcone to reduce the 2021 
fiscal year budget to a zero 
percent increase. The original 
increase was 1.8 percent. 

Revised assessments that 
were forwarded to towns this 
week were: $1,328,386 for 
Belchertown and $324,887 for 
Granby. 

Several items make up a 
town’s assessment, but the 
major component is the number 
of students from that town at 
Pathfinder. 

“We are still weeks away 
from knowing how much state 
aid Pathfinder will receive, 
but we anticipate a significant 
reduction,” Paist said. “That 
may cause us to revise the 
assessments again.” 


Wheelhouses Meal Program 
surpasses 3,000 meals served

AMHERST - Wheelhouse 
announced today that its 
Essential Meals Project, which 
feeds healthcare workers and 
people experiencing heightened 
food insecurity as a result of 
Covid-19, has served more than 
3,000 meals and raised more 
than $29,000 since launching 
four weeks ago. 

The Amherst-based catering 
and events business launched 
the initiative to give ready-to- 
eat meals to people experienc- 
ing heightened food insecurity 
and healthcare workers exposed 
to COVID-19. The Essential 
Meals Project, which is fund- 
ed exclusively by donation, also 


supports food business workers 
who are experiencing unprece- 
dented uncertainty. 

“At this time of year, our 
team would normally be han- 
dling wedding and gradua- 
tion parties,’ said co-founder 
Jake Mazar. “But things have 
changed, and we’re changing, 
too. We consider ourselves 
lucky to have the infrastructure 
and skill set to help our com- 
munity during this extraordinary 
time.” 

Wheelhouse’s Essential 
Meals Project began in late 
April and has already served 
3,000 meals at no charge 
to local hospitals, nursing

Granby Superintendent to leave district

GRANBY —- The high 
school seniors aren’t the only 
ones who are departing from 
Granby Public School District. 
Effective June 30, Superintendent 
Sheryl Stanton is leaving her posi- 
tion to become the superintendent 
of Mohawk Trail and Hawlemont 
Regional School District in Buckland. 

In her letter, Stanton said retir- 
ing Pupil Services Director, Carol 
Hepworth, has postponed her retire- 
ment to serve as interim superinten- 
dent. 

“Carol brings her energy, enthusi- 
asm and her commitment to students 
to this new role, and I am confident 
that the leadership team will continue 
to provide the school district and the 
Granby community with the steady 
leadership necessary to navigate these 
challenging times,” wrote Stanton. 

After four years with the district, 


Stanton said she has to come to know 
those in the community. 

“T am so appreciative to have these 
warm memories and sense of grat- 
itude as I begin the next part of my 
journey,’ Stanton wrote. “While the 
challenges in front of us across the 
Commonwealth are profound, I am 
quite sure that Granby will continue 
to work together to find solutions that 
keep the very best interest of teaching 
and learning at the heart of your deci- 
sions.” 

In a unanimous vote by the 
Mohawk Trail and Hawlemont 
Regional School Committees on June 
2, Stanton, a Colrain resident, was 
selected out of the three finalists. 

“The extensive search process pro- 
duced three candidates—Stanton, 
Thad King and Rhonda Lewis—who 
endured numerous interviews with 
a wide variety of stakeholders from 
both districts’ communities,” accord- 
ing to a press release from the district. 
“In the end, school committee mem- 


bers said they felt they needed their 
next leader to be seasoned in budget- 
ing and understand the constraints and 
unique challenges of rural school dis- 
tricts, and advanced Stanton as their 
selection.” 

“I’m very pleased that Sheryl 
Stanton was the unanimous choice of 
the MTRSD and Hawlemont School 
Committees and I am very much 
looking forward to working with 
her,’ said MTRSD School Committee 
Chair Martha Thurber. “Sheryl will 
bring her extensive experience as an 
educator and superintendent with her 
to our districts, as well as her strong 
commitment to the advancement of 
rural schools. I’m confident Sheryl is 
the right person to guide the Mohawk 
Trail and Hawlemont Regional School 
Districts as we meet the budgeting 
and COVID-19 challenges in the near 
months ahead and create an envi- 
ronment where all our students can 
thrive.” 





USDA announces next sign-up period 
for Conservation Stewardship Program 


AMHERST —- The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
has announced that the next dead- 
line for Conservation Stewardship 
Program (CSP) applications to 
be considered for funding in fiscal 
year 2020 is June 26, 2020. USDA’s 
Natural Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS) plans to invest up 
to $725 million nationwide for new 
enrollments and contract extensions 1n 
fiscal year 2020. 

“CSP continues to be a very effec- 
tive tool for private landowners 
working to achieve their conserva- 
tion and management goals,” said Dan 
Wright, NRCS Massachusetts State 
Conservationist. “It is the largest con- 
servation program in the United States 
with more than 70 million acres of 
productive agricultural and forest land 
enrolled.” 

While applications are accepted 
throughout the year, interested pro- 
ducers should submit applications to 
their local NRCS office by June 26, 
2020, to ensure their applications are 
considered for 2020 funding. 

The 2018 Farm Bill made sever- 
al changes to this critical conserva- 
tion program, which helps agricul- 
tural producers take the conservation 
activities on their farm to the next 
level. Some important improvements 
to the program include: 

NRCS now enrolls eligible, high 
ranking applications based on dol- 


lars rather than acres. For fiscal 2020, 
NRCS can spend up to $725 million 
in the program, which covers part of 
the cost for producers implementing 
new conservation activities and main- 
taining their existing activities. 

Higher payment rates are now 
available for certain conservation 
activities, including cover crops and 
resource conserving crop rotations. 

CSP now provides specific support 
for organic and transitioning to organ- 
ic production activities, and a special 
grassland conservation initiative for 
certain producers who have main- 
tained cropland base acres. 

CSP is offered through continu- 
ous sign-ups. The program provides 
many benefits including increased 
crop yields, decreased inputs, wildlife 
habitat improvements and increased 
resilience to weather extremes. CSP is 
for working lands including cropland, 
pastureland, nonindustrial private for- 
est land and agricultural land under 
the jurisdiction of a tribe.

homes, and community cen- 
ters in the Pioneer Valley. The 
meals are made in a restaurant 
space in downtown Amherst that 
Wheelspace purchased late last 
year before the pandemic struck. 

“The Essential Meals Project 
has three main benefits,’ said 
co-founder Will Van Heuvelen. 
“First, the money we raise goes 
to buying food from local farms 
and producers. Second, we pro- 
vide work for our staff. And third, 
we feed fresh, locally grown food 
to people who need it.” 

The community’s response has 
been enthusiastic. “Everything 
was not only tasty, but healthy 
and hearty,” wrote the staff of 
the Center for Extended Care in 
Amherst, which received 250 meal 
donations through Essential Meals. 

“The need is both broad and 
acute,’ said Wheelhouse General 
Manager Stephanie Gibbs. 
“Everyone we contact is eager for 
whatever help they can get.”

Kellogg Hall paint project completed by preservation society 


GPS eyes interior 
restoration next

GRANBY — Sometimes a new 
paint job can make all the differ- 
ence. 

That is the case at Kellogg Hall, 
at 250 East State Street. Granby 
Preservation Society recently 
completed the paint project to the 
building, a Queen Anne belted 
lady, which is part of a six-year 
effort to preserve the historic 
building. 

The project cost about $75,000 
and included removing the old 
paint, repairs to the exterior and 
painting the building. 

The restoration continues to 
provide Granby with a facility to 
be proud of, according to Granby 
Preservation Society President 
Gary Phelps. 

“This building has been used 
for many things in the past — and 
we want to bring that communi- 
ty aspect back. We want people 
to come and enjoy this building,” 
said Phelps. “Our future plans 
include restoring the interior of 
Kellogg Hall with ADA access to 
all three floors.” 

He said the building was 
scratched to find its original color, 
which had been painted over to 
white for about 40 years. 

The group formed and accepted 
the challenge to preserve Kellogg 
Hall in 2014. GPS is a 501-C3 
non-profit Massachusetts corpo- 
ration whose mission includes 
educating folks in the values of 
historic preservation and encour- 
aging the owners of other historic 
properties in Granby to properly 
restore them. 

In 2014, the group was advised 


by a structural engineer having 
found Kellogg Hall structurally 
sound that “we should heat the 
building and paint the exterior,” 
Phelps said. 

“These processes would create 
a protective envelope and stabilize 
the hall,” he added. 

Heating system repairs and the 
installation of a new donated boil- 
er were completed in 2016. Phase 
one of the painting project was the 
front of the building, completed in 
2018 in time for the 250th celebra- 
tion of Granby’s charter. 

Fundraising for phase two of 
the painting was completed by the 
end of 2019 with a haunted house 
in October, a festival of trees in 
November and gift wrapping at the 
Hampshire Mall in December. 

“We are grateful for the multi- 
tude of generous friends and mem- 
bers whose donations of money 
time and talent have supported 
our restoration work to date,” said 
Phelps. 

Phelps said he wanted to thank 
Sherwin Williams of Holyoke, 
Northeast painting Association of 
Northampton, Mahew Roofs of 
Granby, Houle Property Services 
of Granby and Todd Parker of 
America’s Original Chimney 
Sweeps of Granby. 

Many planned events have been 
cancelled due to COVID-19, how- 
ever the July money month fund- 
raising calendar is currently on 
sale online at granbypreservation- 
society.org, by individual mem- 
bers or by calling 413-255-0712. 
The calendars will be sold until 
July 31, and prizes will be drawn 
on Sept. 1. 

“Thanks to all for your support, 
and please continue to help us pre- 
serve our past for the future,” said 
Phelps. “We welcome all to join 
and be involved in the activities of 
the Granby Preservation Society.”

When feather- 
nested fledglings fly 


ife in its various forms — whether human, ani- 
mal, or bird — takes time to develop and grow. 

Whatever the age span, there’s a g-r-o-w-t-h pro- 
cess. Amazingly, with each life, the proper nourishment 
and environment can eventually lead to a successful, 
mature life. 

Not choosing biology as a major, yet having grown up 
observing and tending various small-farm animals and 
birds from birth, helps one to understand the development 
and the growing-up process. Whether it was watching 
newborn calves be born, get up, and wobble-walk. Or, 
when weaned, helping them to drink from a bucket, 
instead of feeding from Mama Cow. With gentle, patient 
coaxing, calves eventually learned to sip, slurp and 
swallow. Or, if it was rescuing a tail-wounded squirrel 
back to health. (Later “Tippy the Squirrel’ celebrated by 
scale-running up and down the keys of an upright piano 
sitting against the wall of an enclosed sunporch!) Or, if 
it was the eager, day-by-day watching of a pen of hen’s 
incubated and hatching eggs and the ensuing life-struggle 
of transparent-skinny baby chicks onto finally seeing their 
yellow fuzz adorningly and adorably appear. 

Zoom to present day observations. By all appearances 
the “‘birds-of-a-feather-stick-together” motto 1s applying 
to our nearby barn swallow parents, now hovering over a 
few newly hatched eggs right outside our front door. They 
are in feathered abode, way up in a mud-thatched nest 
molded over the frame of our front door’s entrance light. 

Every time we leave our home and come back, perhaps 
our nearby neighbors wonder about out sidewalk con- 
versations with Mr. and Mrs. Barn Swallow? Whenever 
walking out, the birds swish by with swoop loops from 
their nest to landing right on our front lawn’s white globe 
lamp. As they perch together atop the white globe, we 
intentionally stop and chat. 

“Well, good morning! And, how’s the family?” 

As if listening to our greetings, they tilt their heads as if 
understanding every word. 

So far, they haven’t replied in bird-banter. While spin- 
dle-leg standing, as each parent starts preening its feath- 
ers, we sense their contentment. 

Recently however, Mr. Barn Swallow seems edgy. 
He’s overtly protective. His Mrs. is on setting their nest 
more. As the hatching arrival approaches, the pair still 
takes daytime flights for insect food, and each takes turns 
with keeping the nested eggs warm. 

Protective environments, with all the necessary com- 
ponents for healthy growth — shelter, food and nurturing 
— happen during times of incubation. Often it seems that 
a reoccurring similarity or our new-normal reality applies 
to what we all are experiencing with COVID-19’s current 
safety admonitions of: “Sheltering in place,’ “Wearing 
masks to safeguard yourself and others,” and to “Keep 
practicing safe-distancing.” 

As the 2020 summer days progress, the barn swallow 
nestlings will stir, their parents will tend to their needs, 
and within about three days after hatching their eyes will 
open and see a new world. 

Recent school and college graduates likewise appear to 
have a reoccurring comparison. The nests that nurtured 
them have been preparing each one to see the world, with 
the abiding support and guidance of those who have cher- 
ished, raised, taught and trained them. And, we'll all be 
cheering them on — with encouraging words and conver- 
sations — when the feather-nested fledglings fly.

ho doesn’t 
love the 
smell of 


lilacs, roses, peo- 
nies or hyacinths? 
Somewhat more 
understated than 
these, but still worthy 
of acclaim for their 
wonderful scent are a 
group of plants known 
as pinks. Identified 
by taxonomists as 
Dianthus, I have been 
lucky enough to grow 
five heirloom species 
of this unique genus. 

The first 1s Sweet 
William, Dianthus bar- 
batus, a cottage garden 
favorite, prized by florists for its tightly 
clustered, richly scented three-inch flow- 
er heads. It is most commonly 
seen in white, magenta, salmon 
and pretty bi-colors. Technically 
a biennial, Sweet William will 
occasionally return for a third or 
fourth year of bloom. More often 
than not, though, this plant puts 
all of its energy into making flow- 
ers, and after it is through and its 
spent flowers have been removed 
there is very little left of the plant 
to overwinter. For the best chance 
of subsequent seasons, deadhead 
as soon as possible and fertilize 
lightly. Only interested in Sweet William 
as a cut flower? Sow seeds in summer and 
transplant in the fall for blooms next sea- 
son. 

Clove ink is another favorite. Dianthus 
carophyllus ‘Grenadin’ is the cultivar 
I’ve grown. The first season it impressed 
me with its tightly mounded spiky silver 
leaves, which not at all leggy. This was a 
mixed-seed packet, so I didn’t know what 
to expect color-wise. To my delight, I had 
three different shades of pink mini carna- 
tion-like blooms. While the flowers were 
sparse, only a couple of stems per plant, 
it was their scent that really knocked my 
socks off. Clove, indeed! I’ve heard that 
these aren’t reliably hardy in our area; 
we'll have to see what I'll be left with next 
spring. One rule of thumb about overwin- 
tering clove pink and most silver-leaved 
plants: they hate wet feet and love alkaline 
soil. Provide good drainage throughout the 
year and a dusting of lime each spring. 
Planting along the edge of a rock garden 
would be ideal. 

Dianthus gratianopolitanus is a mouthful 
for a plant better known as cheddar pink. 
The first year from seed is a tease. You'll 
settle for a few quarter-sized fragrant pinks 
to dark pink blooms. By mid-June of year 
number two, however, the plant will be 
at least a foot to 15 inches wide by eight 
inches tall with flowers too numerous to 
count. Each individual floret is composed 
of five flat petals that get a bit deeper in 
tone near the center and tatter somewhat

at the edge. Curly stamens popping up in 
the middle add to the interest. Although 
it may be tempting to take hedge shears 
and lop off all the spent flowers 
at once, don’t do it! Better to 
cut each stem back to a point of 
new growth, time consuming as 
it may be. Your plant will look 
better and might even reward 
you with a few more flowers 
later in the season. 

Pheasant-eye or cottage pink, 
Dianthus plumarius, is less 
behaved than its cousins. The 
silver foliage has a tendency 
bend and grow in funny, ram- 
bling angles, making it a great 
candidate for draping over the edge of a 
raised border or rock wall. The flowers are 
less prolific than cheddar pink but similar 
in appearance except that they have an even 
more pronounced, dark eye, hence its name. 
I’ve seen them in white, light pink and deep 
pink, each with a magenta center and the 
same tattered petals and wonderful scent. 

The last pretty pink [Il mention today is 
Dianthus superbus, fringed or superb pink. 
It differs from clove, cheddar and pheas- 
ant eye in that its foliage is green and less 
spiky, more grass-like. And while the oth- 
ers top off under a foot, fringed pink grows 
two feet tall or taller. Because of this, it 
will require staking: simple “pea brush” 
is usually enough support. Pink or purple 
flowers are, you guessed it, deeply fringed, 
giving them a very delicate appearance that 
is best admired (and sniffed) up close. Like 
the others mentioned here, these are also 
wonderfully fragrant. 

Many of these Dianthus varieties are 
available by seed through JL Hudson, 
Seedsman (jlhudsonseeds.net). Plants are 
easy to grow, best started off the heat in 
late February.

State Fire Marshal urges springing safely into Summer 


tate Fire Marshal Peter 
S Ostroskey provided some 

tips and safety information, 
following the kick-off of the sum- 
mer grilling season. 

“Take a few minutes for a safety 
check and inspect grills for leaks 
and cracks and teach children to 
stay three feet away from any grill 
in use,” said Ostroskey. 


Check for Leaks 

“Check to make sure all the 
connections are tight and secure 
before firing up the gas grill for 
the first time this season,” said 
Fire Marshal Ostroskey. “Using 
a brush, apply a soapy solution 
made of one part dish liquid and 
one part water to the tank connec- 
tion. If the solution bubbles, you 
have a leak that needs repair.” 

He recommended checking for 
and replacing any cracked hoses. 


Rules for Grills on Porches, 
Decks and Patios 

“Grills can only be used on first 
floor porches, decks, or patios if 
there is an outdoor stairway to the 
ground, or the porch is at ground 
level. Grills are prohibited on any 
porch, balcony or deck that has 
a roof, or overhang,” said State 
Fire Marshal Ostroskey. For more 
information, contact your local 
fire prevention office. 


Safety First 
Over the past five years (2015 
to 2019), there were 449 fires 
involving grills, hibachis and 


barbeques. These fires caused 20 
civilian injuries, five firefighter 
injuries and $3.8 million in esti- 
mated property damages. 

Here are some tips: 

Read and follow the owner’s 
manual for any cooking appliance. 

Always grill outdoors. 

Keep children and pets three 
feet away from the grill area. 
Create a circle of safety. 

Place grills 10-feet away from 
the house. Make sure they are not 
under eaves, overhanging branch- 
es or against the side of the build- 
ing. Keep them away from deck 
railings. 

Grills can be used on open (no 
roof) first floor porches, decks 
or patios if there is an exterior 
stairway to the ground, or it is at 
ground level. 

Grills should never be used 
indoors or on fire escapes. 

Never leave a grill burning 


unattended. 
Keep the grill clean by remov- 


ing grease or fat build-up from the 


grills and trays below the grill. 
If you smell gas while cooking, 


immediately get away from the 


grill and call the fire department. 
Do not move the grill. 


If the flame goes out, turn the 


grill and gas off and wait 15 min- 
utes before relighting. 
Never use gasoline on any grill. 


Shut Off the Gas at the Tank 
After each use, and before dis- 


connecting the propane tank, be 


sure to shut off the gas at the tank.

Charcoal Grill Safety 

State Fire Marshal Ostroskey 
also said, “Practice safety around 
charcoal grills.” 

Once the coals have been lit, 
never add lighter fluid to the fire 
— flames may travel up the stream 
of lighter fluid resulting in serious 
burns. Charcoal briquettes give 
off carbon monoxide, a colorless, 
odorless gas that can be deadly. 

“Make sure to always use char- 
coal grills outside in a well-ven- 
tilated are,’ he added. “Let the 
coals cool completely before dis- 
posing in a metal container.” 

Charcoal grills cannot be used 
on decks, balconies or fire escape 
stairways. 


Smoking Fire Safety 

There have been so many 
fires this spring from improper- 
ly discarded smoking materials 
on porches and in backyards. 
These fires can smolder undetect- 
ed for a long time and when they 
erupt into flames, travel fast. If 
you smoke, put it out all the way, 
every time. Extinguish smoking 
materials in a can with sand or 
water, not in the mulch, leaves 
grass, a potted plant or other con- 
tainer that can catch fire. Don’t 
snub them out on the porch railing 
or stairs. 

On May 9, 2020, one woman 
was hospitalized with burns 
suffered escaping a fire in her 
two-family home. The improp-

Expenses related to the pan-

TMC postpones MaxPreps use this fall

REGION —- With COVID-19 
completely cancelling out the 
Spring 2020 season for all high 
school sports, there has been little 
opportunity to continue working at 
integrating new changes set for the 
upcoming school year and next. 

One of those changes has been 
postponed for the upcoming fall 
season 

In late February, the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association’s member 
schools voted to go to a State- 
wide tournament. The major- 
ity vote took place Feb. 28 and 
uprooted a tournament Western 
Massachusetts was used to having 
for many years. 

Further, the “Walker” system, 
a ranking system formula uti- 
lized in Western Mass. as well as 
some Central Mass. sports, was 
scrapped in favor of MaxPreps, a 
CBS-sponsored website that tracks 


schedules, rosters, results and 
playing statistics. MaxPreps also 
has a proprietary rankings system 
that would have been utilized to 
determine playoff seeds for the 
new state tournament. 

Many have questioned whether 
or not the system was fair, espe- 
cially considering the diversity of 
the schools in Western Mass., the 
main reasons the Walker system 
was created. 

Now, the MIAA’s Tournament 
Management Committee has 
voted to postpone the use of the 
MaxPreps ranking system for at 
least the 2020 fall season. As a 
result, Western and some Central 
Mass. sports will utilize the 
Walker system to rank teams for 
sectional tournaments. Eastern 
Mass. schools typically rank by 
overall record with tiebreakers for 
similar records. 

The MaxPreps site will still be 
used to input scores for the entire 
school year and then MaxPreps 
will be used for all aspects of the 


tournament as the statewide tour- 
nament is set to begin in the 2021- 
2022 school year. 

There was a movement at the 
TMC’s June 18 online meeting 
not to use MaxPreps for the entire 
school year, but that motion was 
defeated. The body, which had 12 
members present, voted unani- 
mously to postpone it for just the 
fall. 

The fall season was not in ques- 
tion when the coronavirus pan- 
demic first started in March. But 
as the situation developed, upcom- 
ing seasons has come into ques- 
tion because of the extended need 
to control large gatherings, the 
continued need for masks, and the 
idea that life cannot truly return to 
normal until a vaccine is created. 
That could take until sometime 
next year. 

The use of MaxPreps as a uni- 
fying system is reliant on the

NORTH ADAMS -— Despite 
the 2020 Major League Baseball 
First-Year Player Draft being 
shortened to five rounds due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, the 
New England Collegiate Baseball 
League (NECBL) saw eight of its 
alumni selected during the two- 
day event followed by nearly 20 
others inking free agent contracts 
in the days that followed. 

The Newport Gulls boasted 
five of the eight NECBL alumni 
who had their name called over 
the course of the draft, includ- 
ing 2019 outfielder Hudson 
Haskin (Tulane) going 39th 
overall in the second round. 
Meanwhile, Jared Schuster (Wake 
Forest), who played in the New 
England League in 2018 with 
the New Bedford Bay Sox, kept 
the NECBL’s strong reputation 
of first-round selections intact 
after being picked by the Atlanta 


Braves with the 25th overall pick; 
the southpaw is the 29th all-time 
NECBL alumnus to earn a first- 
round draft curtain call. 

In addition to Newport’s five 
draft selections, as well as New 
Bedford’s representation through 
Schuster, NECBL organizations 
Upper Valley and Vermont also 
had one alumnus drafted each, as 
the Nighthawks saw 2018 right- 
hander Levi Thomas (Troy) go in 
the fourth round (109th overall) 
to the San Diego Padres, while 
the Mountaineers’ 2019 NECBL 
All-Star, righty Ryan Murphy (Le 
Moyne), went in the fifth round 
(144th overall). 

At the conclusion of the draft, 
another 17 NECBL alumni span- 
ning each of the last three seasons 
signed free agent contracts with 
a variety of MLB franchises.

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PALMER - While many 
COVID-19 patients are making 
a full recovery, the more serious 
cases have been found in people 
who are middle-aged and elder- 
ly and people with weakened 
immune systems and other under- 
lying medical conditions, such as 
heart disease, diabetes or chronic 
lung disease.

did I imagine that both my mom 
and grandfather would test pos- 
itive for COVID-19 within one 
week of each other,” Ciesluk said. 

Her mom, Gina D’ Amato, 
was nervous about contracting 
the virus since she was at risk 
because of where she worked. 

“T was very worried that I 
might give it to my dad and my 
girls,’ D’ Amato said. “I told my 
dad not to go to the store and I 
would pick up what he needed. 
Then I got sick, and I wasn’t feel- 
ing well enough to take care of 
him the way that I usually did. 
After that we relied on phone 
calls to check in and make sure he 
was doing okay.” 

Then, one morning when he 
didn’t answer the phone, she dis- 
covered he had fallen and had 
been alone on the floor all night 
unable to pick himself up. 

D’ Amato called the ambulance 
and the EMTs transported her 
father to Baystate Wing Hospital. 

“Five days later I found 
myself in the same ambulance 
being admitted to Baystate Wing 
Hospital in the COVID Unit just 
two rooms down from my father 
after we both tested positive for 
COVID-19. The doctors, nurses

to care for my father and for me,” 
D’ Amato said. 

D’ Amato was treated by Dr. 
Benjamin Freda, hospitalist and 
Assistant Professor of Medicine 
at Tufts University School of 
Medicine, who is part of the 
COVID-19 care team at Baystate 
Wing Hospital and Dr. Jill Levin, 
hospitalist, of the Baystate Wing 
COVID-19 care team. 

Every morning when the nurse 
came in to do D’Amato’s EKG, 
she would ask how her father did 
throughout the night. 

“He was stable for the first few 
days, but then the doctors pre- 
pared me for what I hoped wasn’t 
true. His condition was declin- 
ing, and it was unlikely he would 
be able to fight this or make it 
through,” D’ Amato said. 

When it came time for 
D’ Amato to be discharged after 
spending nine days in the hos- 
pital, given the circumstances, 
Freda thought it would be good 
for her to go and see her father.

that the hospital staff made it pos- 
sible for my father to receive the 
anointing of the sick by his priest 
over the phone.” 

Maggi said there is nothing that 
can prepare “you to say good- 
bye to someone who was once so 
strong, but slowly fading away. It 
was so surreal and heartbreaking 
to see firsthand the pain and suf- 
fering he was facing, and I wished 
I could hold his hand and com- 
fort him. I was grateful, however, 
that my sister, my mom and my 
grandpa and I were able to have 
a group facetime to see each with

the use of the hospital’s iPad with 
the help of his nurse. He told me 
he loved me, which in itself is 
usually no easy feat to get out of 
him - a retired soldier and police 
officer.” 

Then, 17 days after being 
admitted to the hospital, Anthony 
D’ Amato died with his nurse and 
care team by his side. 

D’ Amato said that Dr. Freda 
and all the staff at Baystate Wing 
Hospital “should be commended 
for all their hard work and dedi- 
cation,” during this unprecedented 
pandemic. 

“T am grateful that I beat 
COVID-19 with the help of so 
many wonderful doctors, nurs- 
es and the care team at Baystate 
Wing,’ D’ Amato said. ’”My phys- 
ical recovery started when got I 
home, but my emotional recov- 
ery has yet to begin. Losing 
a loved one and not being able 
to say goodbye with traditional 
funeral services that bring family 
and friends together to grieve the 
loss of a loved one makes closure 
more difficult. These are very 
challenging times for my fami- 
ly as I know it is for many other 
families as well.
